HuskyJower Joins Western Sights 

Calgary, Alta—The highest 



structure of its kind in North 
America—the 62-story Husky 
Tower—has been added to fam¬ 
ous western attractions for 

visitors. 

The view of the Canadian 
Rockies is spectacular from the 
revolving restaurant and obser¬ 
vation terrace at the top of the 
Tower. The restaurant, seating 
210, revolves completely once 
each hour. 

The 626-foot concrete and 
steel reinforced structure looms 
over Calgary, western Canada 
metropolis nestled on the prai¬ 
ries just east of the Rockies. 

Husky Tower joins such 
other popular attractions as 
nearby Banff National Park, 
Lake Louise and Jasper Na¬ 
tional Park. 

The $3y2-million Tower is 
named for the Husky Oil Com¬ 
pany which produces, refines 
and markets gasoline and other 
products in the western prairie 
and mountain sections of the 
United States and Canada. 

Some 3,000 cubic feet of con¬ 
crete were used for the new six- 
million-pound Calgary land¬ 
mark. It is 94 y<i feet across the 
eight-foot thick base upon 
which the Tower rests 20 feet 
below ground level. The diam¬ 
eter is 66 feet at ground level 
and the walls are a foot and a 
ha lf thick. 

The shaft decreases to 31 
feet across at 450 feet; the walls 
narrow to 10y 2 inches thick. 
The top of the Tower “pod” 
varies from 78y 2 feet to 89 feet 
across just under the “bubble” 
skydomes in the roof. 

Two elevators wfjisk 25 per¬ 
sons at a time from ground to 
top in a minute and three sec¬ 
onds. There are 762 steps from 
top to bottom.

Coleman town council has declared war 
on dogs following numerous complaints of 
stray dogs and others running loose, creating 
a nuisance. 


Arrangements are being made to 
construct a dog pound and a tran¬ 
quilizer gun has been ordered for 
the use of the dog catcher who 
will be appointed. 

Reports indicated that several 
businesses now existing in the Mi¬ 
chel-Natal area that will be clos¬ 
ing down due to urban renewal are 
interested in coming to Coleman 
if commercial property is avail¬ 
able. 

Council will advise that such 
property is available as well as 
choice building lots for residential 
purposes id several of the town’s 
new sub-divisions. All properties 
are fully serviced. 

A letter was received from J. 
E. Jones, minister for the Jehov¬ 
ah’s Witnesses Church enquiring if 
property was available for the con¬ 
struction of a new Kingdom hall 
in the area, near highway in East 
Coleman. Cost of the hall would be 
approximately $10,000, and con¬ 
struction would start immediately. 

Council, will advise that this area 


is set aside for residential prop¬ 
erty. 

If the group can find other suit¬ 
able property in Coleman, coun¬ 
cil will consider the application. 

Secretary Clarence Schile report¬ 
ed that tax collections during the 
past month have been good. 

Council will advise ratepayers 
that July 10 is the deadline for 
payment of current taxes in order 
to obtain the 10 per cent discount 
if paid on or before this date.

In other council business, council 
approved building a backstop at 
the Horace Allen school ball park; 
install “crosswalks ahead’’ signs at 
both entrances to town; donation 
of $100 to the Coleman Volunteer 
Fire Brigade. 

Mayor Holyk was pleased to an¬ 
nounce that after four years of 
work installing gas lines, sewer 
lines and building roads, all com¬ 
mitments made to various property 
owners have now been completed.

The focus of international 
public health in 1968 is on the 
World Health Organization, one 
member of the United Nations 
family of specialized agencies. 
For, this is its 20th Anniver¬ 
sary Year. 

WHO’s first year of life in 
1948 saw a modest $5 million 
budget finance campaigns, 
waged generally then against 
age-old scourges as malaria, 
smallpox, and urban yellow 
fever. 

Today, that figure is up ten¬ 
fold, to more than $55 million. 
And projects range over 
health’s full spectrum — from 
air pollution to zoonoses, the 
diseases transmitted between 
animal and man; and from 
ancient to modem ills. 

Moreover, with some 30,000 
public health workers thus far 
the recipients of fellowships, 
education and training in the 
skills national health services 
need are major programs. 

WHO operates world-wide 
programs through six regional 
offices, doing so in the Western 
Hemisphere through the Pan 
American Sanitary Bureau, 
headquartered in Washington, 
D.C. 

Though it was on April 7 
twenty years ago that WHO 
came into existence, with rati¬ 
fication then of its constitution, 
official commemoration of that 



milestone event takes place 
this year on May 7 in Geneva, 
Switzerland, at the annual 
World Health Assembly. 

Twenty-six nations were 
members of WHO when its life 
began. Now, two decades later,

The Auditor 
General 

If one man attempted to short¬ 
change the Receiver General of 
Canada by $500 in income tax pay¬ 
ments, the full force of law and 
order would be marshalled against 
him. It’s possible that by the time 
his ordeal was over, he would 
have been confronted by the RCMP 
and officials of the Income Tax De¬ 
partment. He just might be threat¬ 
ened with court action to make 
sure he paid his arrears plus tax 
penalty. 

There is, in our society, a form 
of personal accountability, but by 
contrast, there seems to be no form 
of governmental accountability. 
This last point is driven home year 
after year by the Auditor-General 
of Canada. His findings have con¬ 
sistently shown that the federal 
government annually mis-spends 
millions of dollars, and no one 
seems to eare. Not only that, nut 
there is apparently no drive by 
Members of Parliament to do any¬ 
thing about a situation which cre¬ 
ates disrespect for government. 

To some extent every taxpayer 
is being swindled by the govern¬ 
ment. The infuence of the swindle 
is to stifle personal initiative and 
to create a mood where the gov¬ 
ernment isn’t for the people, but 
against them. The Auditor-Gener¬ 
al’s report should cease to be a 
little joke and become a matter of 
concern. 

Alberta Selected 
Host Province 

Alberta was selected as host 
province for the fifth Inter-provin¬ 
cial Conference on Uniform Pen¬ 
sion Legislation. The conference 
was held at the Banff School of 
Fine Arts, Thursday, June. 27. 

The meeting attracted delegates 
from all provincial governments 
as well as representatives of the 
federal government including ob¬ 
servers connected with the Canada 
Pension Plan. 

A highlight of the conference 
was the signing of an Inter-provin¬ 
cial Reciprocal Pensions Agree¬ 
ment between Ontario, Quebec, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Under 
the agrement, an employer in one 
of the four provinces will be able 
to register a company pension 
scheme in his home province, with 
assurance that it will also be valid 
and recognized for coverage of 
pension plan members in the other 
three. Delegates also held discus¬ 
sions leading to possible imple¬ 
mentation and the federal govern¬ 
ment.

Hypertension And 
It-s Problems 


Headache 
A Variety 


In using the term “hyperten¬ 
sion”, the doctor usually refers to 
the condition in which the very 
small blood vessels of the body 
show increased resestance to the 
flow of blood. This, according to 
The Canadian Medical Association, 
is associated with an increase in 
the blood pressures. 

This is the so-called essential 
hypertension, probably the most 
common form. Approximately 57o 
of the adult population of Canada 
is affected, and the disease is 
somewhat more common in fe¬ 
males than in males. 

The association of diabetes, 
obesity, kidney disease and high 
blood pressure is well known. Cer¬ 
tainly being overweight is a defin¬ 
ite factor, although the exact rea¬ 
son is not completely clear. 

Thus the person who is over¬ 
weight, or who has a family his¬ 
tory of high blood pressure or dia¬ 
betes, particularly during middle 
age, is a prime candidate for hy¬ 
pertension. A routine medical ex¬ 
amination may disclose the pres¬ 
ence of hypertension long before 
the patient develops symptoms of 


One of the most common causes 
of headache is tension, the Cana¬ 
dian Medical Association reports. 
The tension headache is usually in 
the back of the neck and head, but 
can spread into the temples and 
forehead. The neck muscles are 
tender to the touch. It results from 
continuous partial contraction of 
the muscles attached to the scalp. 
Typically these headaches come 
on towards the end of the day 
when the patient is tired. 

A closely related type of head¬ 
ache is the psychogenic or emo¬ 
tional upset which may not be 
recognized. It is often described 
as a squeezing, tight band around 
the head, a heavy weight on top of 
the head, or a feeling that the top 
of the head is being lifted off. 

Migraine headaches are also 
common. Although occuring in both 
men and women, they are most 
common in women. There is usual¬ 
ly a strong family history of mi¬ 
graine, and it tends to occur in the 
more intelligent, industrious, en¬ 
ergetic, intense and obsessional 
people. It results from a sudden 
expansion of the arteries in one 
side of the head and brain, after 
a period of contraction. 

Migraine usually starts with a 
disturbance, followed by a severe 
one-sided pounding headache ac¬ 
companied by nausea and vomit¬ 
ing. It lasts for periods ranging 
from several hours to a day or two. 
The C.M.A. says that ech of these 
types of headache can be eased by 
appropriate medication prescribed 
by the family doctor. 

Pesistant or frequent headaches 
are a cause of concern. People 
should not try to “learn to live 
with it”.

May Traffic 


Statistics 


Alberta traffic accident statistics 
took a new and unwelcome turn 
during the month of May. 

For the first time, urban road 
fatalities came close to matching 
the number of rural highway 
deaths. Of 32 fatalities recorded 
during the month, 14 occured in 
cities—11 in Edmonton. 

“This is the largest urban traffic 
death toll for one month ever re¬ 
corded in Alberta, to my know¬ 
ledge,” says Alberta Safety Council 
General Manager R. Paul Law¬ 
rence. “As such, it should remind 
us that as city driving speeds go 
up urban traffic deaths will also 
increase. Total accidents and in¬ 
juries already do, and have for 
years,” says Mr. LawK^cs. 

The high number of urban fatal¬ 
ities during May, particularly in 
Edmonton, was due mainly to the 
extreme violence of the fatal ac¬ 
cidents. In Edmonton, 7 fatal ac¬ 
cidents took 11 lives. Four car 
accidents took eight lives. 

During May last year, only 3 
deaths occured in city traffic in 
this province. 

Across Alberta, 25 fatal accidents 
were investigated. There were 831
